i have tomewhere read of a People, who, aflembled 
for the public Butinef:, had a Cuftom, when any 
Propolition concerning their common Good was to 
be made, of compelling the Propofer to offer his 
Propofal with a Halter about his Neck. This evi- 
dently marked his Reward, if he dared promulge 
any Project injurious to the-Commonweal. For 
my Part, if the like Praétice had been introduced 
among us, (happy for fome People it was not intro- 
duced) I fhould at this loftant prefer the hempen 
String of Peril to the gaudieft Ribbon of Honour, 
fure as Tam of meaning, it I cannot promote, the 
public Utility. 

Tanrnot infenfibte thefame Propofition was made 
and rejected fome Years ago. But Circumftances of 
Affairs now wear a very different Afpect. Party 
fwelled high, Facobiti/m feemed terrible, but, de- 
ceiving even herfelf, the tried -her Strength and 
proved her Weaknefs. 

Had the fame much-lemented Perfon who then 
very juftly rejected it been ftill in Being, and were 
the Propofition again made him, the Succefs cf it 
woyld be indifputable. Having proved the Affec- 
tion of this Nation to his illuftrious Houfe, in the 
(I may fay, unexpected) Unanimity which appeared 
in the Suppreflion of the Rebellion ; I fay, having 
this incontettiole Evidence prefent in his Mind, he

jult hinted will efford his Diligence treta aaccer of 
Employ, if he be indefatigable enough ftill <> ‘ec 
what (in the Opinion of tne Generality) is net 
to be found. 

Let him look back to the Year 1743, and he will 
find thefe Sentiments recorded: 

‘¢ Becaufe we know there are Partialities almoft 
infeparabie trom human Nature, and blanelefs in 
themfelyes when ating within their proper Bounds, 
which yet mutt have a moft fatal Influence if encou- 
raged to mix themfelves with the Affairs of this 
Nation, either in the Council or in the Camp; & 
we do from our Souls feorn and abominate that moft 
abje&t and criminal Adulation, which cither gives 
way to or inflames fuch Partialities, in prejudice to 
to the National Honor and Intereit of our Country: 
We therefore thought it neceflary, to enter ch fe 
Reafons againft the further Continuance of thefe 
(16000) Mercenaries, which, for one Campaign 
only, have already coft this Nation near 700,000 /. 
and which appear to us to have been in many Ine 
ftances difubevient to Briti/h Orders, and uttersy ine 
cempatible with Brityh Troops: That, asour Votes 
have (we hope) proved us to the prefent Agc, our 
Names in the Books may trau{mit us to Potterity, 
Englifhmen.”" ‘ 

Again. “© Great Britain is a powerfu) 
Kingdom, and whenever fhe has acted in her trae 
Charaéter, and aimed ac that great and noble View 
alone of maintaining a Ballance between the Powers 
of Eurcpe, for the common Intereft of all, the 
Effects have becn anfwerable to the Caute, and her 
Influence in Germany, faved by her Arms, and fup- 
ported by her Treafures in the lalt Wars, was, as it 
ought to be and as it ought to have been every where 
elie, fuperior. but fhould itever appear, that an 
inferior German Principality is realy, and Great 
Britain only nominally, the Diue&or and Actor, 
fuch a Change in the Caufe mutt necei{a: ily pro- 
duce a deplorable Difference in the Effect’; and 
H. r, that can neither give Strength nor Con- 
fideration to Great Britain, may thus diminifh the 
one, and take the other wholly away.” 

I have neither Room nor Inclination to tranferibe 
more, and this is not the 20th Part of what was 
feid on the Occafion. “The Flame of Animofity 
became fo generally diffuled, that no fenfible Ob- 
ferver ever doubted that another Flame of a moze 
dreadful Nature broke out from it, Nobody can 
deny thele Refentments flattered DifaffeGtion into 
Rebellion, nor can thofe Re/entments, great and pa- 
triotic as they were, be difapproved. Their Can/e 
alone was culpable. 

’Tis well known, what has happened may happen 
again, in a fimilar Crilis of Affairs. A fair Oppor- 
tunity offers to render the Return of fucha Crifis im- 
poffible. “hus will there be dried up one Source of 
feditious Evil, and furely one Source will not be neg- 
le&ted to be dried up becaufe others, lefs pernicious 
flow.
